GERD MUELLER, of Bayer Munich, one of the most amazing 
goalscorers in soccer history. "Der Bomber” is playing his last season of 
top soccer. Mueller's incredible record includes having been top scorer in 
the German Bundesliga six times and runner-up twice, as well as top- 
scoring in the 1970 World Cup finals. 
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JOHN GREIG, in his last year as a player, he helped Glasgow 
Rangers win the Premier League championship, the Scottish Cup and 
the League Cup.

APIA, Marconi and Victorian and 
NSW State player, is now with Fitzroy. 


FRANK MICIC, veteran of almost 1000 league, Cup and represen- 
tative matches from 1959 when he arrived in Melbourne. until early 
1978 when he hung up his boots. Micic switched to coaching last year 
and brought Hakoah-St Kilda into the top four for the first time in more 
than 10 years. All but one of his years as a player were spent with 
Footscray J.U.S.T. The other year — 1968 — was spent with South Mel- 
bourne Hellas.

Originally known as the 
Summer Cup, before Ampol Pet- 
roleum Ltd. stepped in as a spon- 
sor, tha night series is the most 
popular cup competition in the 
State.

Until this day that great Foot- 
scray combination is the only 
team to win the trophy three 
times in a row. 

In the early 60s, Polonia emer- 
ged with a line up which rivalled 
the Footscray J.U.S.T. team of the 
middie 50s. 

Polonia took out the Ampol 
Cup from 1963, and repeated the 
feat in 1964. 

The Polonia line up included 
Putkowski, the goalkeeper, Vic 
Janczyk, Gross, Dudon, Jan- 
kowski, Jurecki {an Australian 
international), Zientara {@ Polish” 
international) and Lolty Vella (an 
Australian intemational)} 

South Melbourne Hellas did a 
double in 1969 and 1970, taking 
out the Ampol Cup in successive 
yéars. 

But the 1970 final, which 
needed a replay to find a winner, 
was full of controversy for the 
Greek club : 

The first match. against Foot- 
scray, ended in a 1-1 draw after 
extra time 

The replay was the following 
Friday night. 

During the game, South Mel- 
bourne coach Lou Brocic, who 
later was national coach of Ku- 
wait. decided to replace Boulis 
Kamboropoulos, a favorite with 
the fans. 

After being replaced by a 
youthful Ullyses Kokkinos, 
Kamboropulos removed his shirt 


and boots and threw them onthe” , 


pitch. 

He stormed off in a rage hurling 
‘abuse at his coach. 

South Melbourne supporters, 
outraged at the removal of their 
hero. pelted the Hellas bench with 
objects and strong abuse. 

One Helles ‘fan’ punched Bro- 
cic 

The game continued, tied at 
2-2 after goals from Dave Gor- 
rie, Ernie Ackerley (South Mel- 
bourne), Cedo Cirkovic and 
Tommy Stankovic (Footscrayt 

Three minutes from the énd of 
extra time, Jim Armstrong grab- 
bed 6 winner for Hellas. 

But the victory didn’t make 
Brocic forget the Kamboropoulos 
incident. 

After the match he said: 

“| made the substitution be- 
cause the speed of Kokkinos and 
Gorrie would have given us the 
edge. | don't judge on nationality 
when making a change. 

“tt is up to the V.S.F. to 
educate fans. Sport is about 
discipline and buliding charac- 
ter, and fens have to learn this 
and not behave iike they did 
tanight.”’ 

But the incident didnt end 
there. The club waned Kamboro- 
poulos it would take action 
against him, 


However, the player was given 
only a token suspension, and Bro- 
cic, a coach who sticks to his 
guns, promptly resigned. 


Thus South Melbourne won the 
Ampol Cup, but lost.a coach! 


The 1971 final was just as sen- 
sational, although it was the on- 
field action which dominated this 
time!

George Cross will be out to smash a hoodoo and erase bitter memo- 
ries when it takes on Ampol Cup holder Essendon Croatia in the open- 
ing round of the series this Friday night at Olympic Park.

Cullen definitely will not play, 
and Reed is also very doubtful, 
leaving coach John Sanchez 
with a headache.

But to say George Cross hasn't 
a chance without the two strikers 
would be an insult to the rest of 
the George Cross team. 

The Cross has many excellent, 
capable players Robert Mirak, 
Billy Wilkinson, John Webb, 
Jim Paparas, Norm Maitiand 
and Derek Barron.

Before the team's arrival in 
Melbourne it was said that Anto- 
niadis may join South Melbourne 
Hellas, but after his performance 
I'm sure that coach David Maci- 
aren wouldnt even consider it.

Delikaris has played in friendly 
games but his form is under- 
standably low despite his state- 
ment to the press that he had 
found peace within himself and 
that he would give his best to 
Panathinaikos. 

So, in the middle of the season 
we have three clubs wondering 
whether they made the right deci 
sion in buying champions dumped 
by their former clubs. 


One ‘could raise the question of 
why these clubs did not have the 
sense to spend their money on 
younger and more promising 
players who are everyday brushed 
aside to make space for some 
tired and undisciplined foot- 
ballers 


Officials rushed to sign these 
players just for a publicity. stunt 
and nothing else. 


Up to now, such decisions have 
done nothing to improve the 


game in Greece and maybe be- 
cause of such moves Greek 
soccer will never have the chance 
to spread outside its national bor- 
ders.

The federation cannot stress 
strongly enough the responsibility 
of each club president and secrb- 
tary to protect their players and 
their hard-wording officials at all 
times.

Albion Rovers’ president 
Russall Wilson has hit out at 
the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation for no taking a harder 
line with mifitant players. 

Wilson said the V.S.F. was 
afraid to go to court over chal- 
lenges to the transfer system by 
players, and in affect was taking 
the players’ side in disputes. 

“The V.S.F. had $5000 ftegal 
expenses in 1978", said Wilson, 
“and that was after only a few 
cases reached court. More and 
mofe players will use legal chan- 
nels to win a transfer, so the 
V.S.F.. via the Appeals Board. is 
making it easier for players so to 
avoid astonomical expenses. 

“The V.S.F. is protecting the 
transfer system and its own fi- 
nances at the expense of clubs, 
which have their hands tied 
behind their backs.” 

Wilson said an Appeals Board 
decision to grant 10 Albion 
players free transfers cost the club 
$10,000. 

The figure is arrived at after 
totalling the amount spent on 
transfer and signing on fees for 
the players, which cannot be 
recouped.

“We 
asked them for some time to 
boost finances, but all they were 
worried about was their money.” 


What makes Wilson mad is his 
club’s lack of power to react when 
the boot is on the other foot. 

“We paid Alan Lenders and 
George Maikousis their signing 
on fees,” said Wilson, “and 
straight away they quit the club. If 
players can hold a knife at a club's 
throat, surely the club must have 
some rights? 

After the major reshuffles of 
last season, Albion, under new 
coach Mike Lynn, is slowly as- 
sembling a squad. 

Bill Johnston has been signed

Wilson (above) was a tired man. 


He had battled against the odds, the dis- 
advantage of a small playing staff and Altona City s 
relative inexperience. and guided the newly-pro- 
moted club into fourth position, 

But he was seriously thinking about sitting out 
the 1978 season to take time to unwind, 

However, in true Wilson fashion, he stuck with 
Altona and continued to battle on, this time 
through a relegation-threatened season 

Looking back on 1978. Wilson wishes he could 
have spent more time with his family, and curses 
the frustration a lot of soccer coaches experience, 


_ especially those with struggling teams. 


But when Essendon Croatia, the State League 
champion and number one glamour club, came for- 
ward with a lucrative offer to coach, Wilson had 
very little hesitation in deciding to stay with Altona 
City. 

That sums up Wilson to a tee: a loyal, hard- 
working coach, who's clear thinking isn't affected 
by the lure of money and glamour 

Essendon’s interest in him confirms the general 
concensus of Wilson being an extremely astute and 
knowledgeable coach. 

Wilson is about to start his fourth year as coach 
of Altona City, which makes him the ltongest- 
serving coach In the State League at present. 

But many people will doubt his wisdom in turm- 
ing down Essendon's offer. 

"| had the Croatia position if | wanted it,” said 
Joe, “but I'm happy with Altona. Anyone would be 
tempted to join the feague champion, but I'm much 
better off where | am 

“At Altona I get no interference from the 
committee whatsoever. No one questions me 
if | drop a player, and | have the support of the 
committees and the players, and that is mighty 
important to ms. 

“I'm not saying Croatia is a bad club, but | 
couldn't imagine it. or any other club in the league 


having a better committee, set of supporters or 
family atmosphere.” 

Anyone who-thinks that is a trumped up excuse 
better think again. I've witnessed the Altona spirit, 
and Wilson is spot on when he says the club is one 
big happy family. 

“Most other clubs would have given their coach 
the axe if they were in the same position as Altona 
was last season,’ said Wilson, “but the committee 
was tight behind me,” 

For the 1979 season, Wilson has set Altona ona 
new course. 

“In previous years we have got by with a small 
squad,” he said, “but efter last season, | realised 
we would have to start thinking big. 

‘| told the committee we needed a squad of 16 
or 17 players who could all hold a permanent place 
in the team The committee has responded, and 
currently is looking at a number of players. And we 
will be chasing these players, not asking them if 
they would like to come. * 

Wilson has also decided to make a goa of the 
Ampo!l Cup, used as a warm-up by Altona in pre- 
vious years. 

This bold approach should lead to Altona City 
shrugging off its ‘cinderella’ image. 

Wilson is optimistic about Altona’s chances of 
success this season 

“All the lads have got a bit of pride,” he said 
“and don't want a repeat of last season. We have 
all got something to fight for, and any team which 
plays Altona will know they have had a game.” 

When Joe Wilson and his tight-knit band of lads 
talk, you can rest assured the effort will be there to 
back it up. 

Joe Wilson played over 500 games in the Eng- 
lish League with Wolves, Workington, Nottingham 
Forest and Newport in Australia he has coached 
Green Gully and Altona, and was player/coach of 
George Cross.

number of selections we 
must use several system 
entries — and if we do this it 
is best to give some thought 
to our investment by making 
it 3a planned entry. 

In theory. the more 
matches we use, the greater 
are our chances of winning. 

lf we put this into practise, 
the theory will hold good, 
providing that we arrange our 
selections into an organised 
or closely knit group of en- 
tries. 

Normally, the more games 
we cover. the more expensive 
the outlay, but as you will see 
| have devised a plan to cover 
15 matches in 2,475 lines. A 
full permutation of 8 from 15 
would require 6.435 lines. 

Of course, the greatest 
plan will prove useless when 
the selections fail to produce 
enough score draws. On the 
other hand. there could be 
nothing more frustrating than 


having 8 or 9 score draws in 


your numbers. and dis- 
covering that they fail to fall 
together. 


This could be the painful 
outcome if you take a number 
of selections and enter them 
in a haphazard fashion
